ing the wounded and sick, culminating 
in a letter to the admiral peremptorily 
requesting him to re embark "all par- 
ties wiich had been landed. Admiral 
Davis was greatly shocked and pained 
and paid a formal visit to Governor 
Swettenham, informing him that the 
United States battleships 
Missouri 


and Indiana and tne gunboat Yankton 
would sail away. Admiral Davis said 
to press representatives that immedi- 
ate compliance with Governor Swet- 
tenham's request was the only course 
consistent with the dignity of the 
United States. The rear admiral said 
he deeply regretted the attitude of 
the • governor. lie was

con- 


vinced that the governor was unequal 
to the task of relieving distress — that 
this was evident from the fact that 
the American field hospital had tended 
many sick and woimded aud othecs 
were constantly arriving, having been 
unable to gain admission to the gov- 
ernment hospital.

COLD WAVE AND HIND STORM 


Added to the Suffering of Thousands 


Driven From Their Homes by 


the High Waters. 


Cincinnati, Jan. 21— The worst of 


the present flood in the Ohio river is 
practically over at Cincinnati. 
It is 


thought the end of the rise will come 


trulny

had attained the stage of 63 feet one 
inch, having risen since noon at an 
average rate of one inch in 
every 


four hours. 


From above there comes the cheer- 


ing information that at most points 
the waters are eilhor stationary or 
are receding slowly. 
Yet, according 


to Weother Forecaster Bassler, an- 
other slight rise is following eloselv 
on the heels of the present one which 
has so nearly reached the top notch. 


A cold wave, accompanied by in 


unusually heavy wind, struck the city 
yesterday and added to the suffering 
of those who have been driven from 
tneh' homes. 


The prompt relief work organized 


by Mayor Dempsey Saturday came in 
tune to prevent a great 
amount of 


suffering. 
Hundreds of relief work- 


ers were 
busy 
yesterday 
rescuing 


families .from flooded districts, sup- 
plying coal to the freezing and food 
to ihe hungry. 


Several hundred families were tak- 


en from their homos out of windows 
in upper floors and conveyed in boats 
to dry land where they were 
given 


shelter in schools, churches and oth- 
er buildings. 
A large 
number 
of 


them were made comfortable in pri- 
vate homes of their more fortunate 
neighbors living on the hill sides in 
the extreme east end, 
in 
Riverside 


and other districts. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 21. — The suffer- 


ing of the 20,000 flood victims in this 
vicinity -was augmented by the cold 
wave which swooped down on this 
city -Sunday and a number of buildings 
that had been weakened by the wate? 
went down before the wind. The most 
serious loss by collapsing of walls was 
caused when several floors in tha 
buildings on Walnut street occupied 
by A. Janssen, wholesale grocery com- 
pany, and the Ohio Butterine com- 
pany, -went down with a crash that 
Qould be heard for several blocks. 
The area of the flooded section was 
increased considerably, 'each inch of 
rise spreading over wide territory. 
For several hours Sunday the river 
was stationary at £4.8 feet, but the 
weather bureau officials could find 
only temporary consolation In this 
fact, announcing that the news from 
up the river indicated that the river 
here would go up to at least 66 and 
perhaps 67 feet within the next 36 
hours. The rise cut oft approaches to 
foot bridges across the river, isolating 
most of tlie people on the Kentucky 
side of the river. Some of those in 
Covington were still able to cross over 
the railroad bridges, but Newport was 
almost whollv cut off, and sections of 
Covington, 
Bellevue, 
Ludlow 
and 


.Bromley were suffering from the back- 
waters. Strenuous efforts were made 
to avoid serious interruption to street 
railway traffic, but the isolation of the 
bridges prevented a continuance of 
the car lines to Cincinnati, and there 
were long stretches along the Ken- 
tucky side of the river where the cars 
were unable to pass. In the east end 
of Cincinnati the car service was so 
badly crippled that half a dozen trans- 
fers were necessary to go a few 
blocks, passengeis being compelled to 
climb around the inundated sections. 
All the railroads on both sides of the 
river, except two lines, continue to 
suffer from lack of terminal facilities. 


Reports from up the river state that 


the lower end of Parkersburg was un- 
der water and the railroads were in 
trouble. 
Almost the entire business 


section of Port'-mouth was under wa- 
ter and the entn<- north and west ond 
floodbound, whil'- 5.000 people drivc-n 
fiom their hoiii> .-> «'ere .-.lielturccl ia 
schools and churches, and the city 
was without gas or water service.

Manacled to a prison guard,

spoiled scion of the Thaw family of 
Pittsburg, was brought from the oil! 
gra> Tombs today to stand trial for 
shooting down and killing Stanford 
White on the roof of Madison Square 
Garden last June, bemuse o! jealousj 
of his artist model wife, Evelyn Xes- 
bit Thaw. 


Though pallid from his months of 


confinement 
in 
the 
Tombs 
cell, 


Thaw's health seemed much improv- 
ed 
by his 
incarceration. His 
ar- 


raignment today was purely formal, 
and he will be renianced back to the 
Tombs to await the real beginning of 
his trial in a few days.

PASSENGER TRAIN 
TORN TO PIECES 


IN EXPLOSION 


WHILE PASSING FREIGHT TRAIN 


WHICH WAS M>ADF;I> WTTH

OVER A SCORE IERE KILLEI 


And Many Were Injured Some Very 


Seriously—Sixteen Dead in 


Fowlor Wreck. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 21. — From 


the ruins of Big Four passenger train 
No. 3, which was destroyed Saturday- 
night by the explosion of a carload of 
powder as it passed a freight train 
at Sandford, there have been removed 
22 charred and mutilated bodies. Al 
least 35 persons were injured, several 
fatally and a number severely. 


The explosion wag felt for thirty, 


miles, many believing It an earth- 
quake. The three coaches of the^pli- 
senger train were filled. The entif* 
train, including the engine, was* blolgn 
from the track, the coaenes demdl- 
ished, the engine hurled 50 feet, and 
the passengers either blown to 
consumed by fire, or reScued/in a more 
or less injured condition. At leait-45 
injured, some fatally, are at the Jio*- 
pitals in Terre Haute and ParMTlU. 
Several are also being cared fof-it- 
Sandford.

Two passenger coaches 
and one baggage coach were con- 
sumed by fire which broke out in' the 
wreckage.

Not^» 
home In Sandford escaped. Window* 
were shattered, dishes and furniture 
broken, and in some instances doors 
were torn from their hinges.

There was noticeable in the air a pen- 
etrating odor of burning flesh ap tttey 
worked. There was no efficient water 
supply to fight the flames, and the bit- 
ter cold added to the suffering. Dn» 
thousand feet of the track was torn 
up and a great hole shows where fife 
powder car stood.

Mrs. Kobert Osborii, Miss Louise 


Dresser of the "About Town" company 
and young Lord Tumour of shawl-coat 
fame recently expressed themselves 
both forcibly and picturesquely regard- 
ing the amazing assertion of the mail 
from the Rockefeller university. 


"Brazen hardihood," said Mrs. Os- 


born as she ran her hands over her 
$50,000 pearl necklace. 


"He must wear green goggles and 


look cross eyed," added Miss Dresser 
as she posed for her conception of 
what Professor Laughlin means by a 
"wiggle." 


"Nervy chap, that professor," de- 


clared Lord Tumour. "Bally poor judg- 
ment to criticise so rippling a creature 
as the American girl." 


What Professor J. Lawrence Laugh- 


liu said to his class in political econo- 
my, the words which have aroused the 
ire of women throughout the country, 
are as follows: 


The wiggling:, swaying movements of 


American \vomen on the streets and the 
stage have made them the ridicule of 
Europe. They have a glide and a wiggle 
that make them both undignified and un- 
grar-eful- 


American women live too much in a 


state of slouchiness In dress, manner, in- 
tellect and language. What we need is a 
sense of form. 
It is something that is 


very scarce among American women. It 
is indeed the rarest sense there is in the 
country. 


As indicative of what the New York 


woman of fashion thinks of the Chi- 
cago professor's remarks the opinion 
of Mrs. Robert Osborn is of interest. 


"What an impossible sort of a per- 


son this Professor J. Lawrence Laug'h- 
liu must be," she said. 
"Really, I 


hardly think it worth while to answer 
his criticisms because of their utter 
absurdity. 
American 
women don't 


wiggle. Neither are they slouchy or 
undignified. In fact, I really believe 
that American women and girls have 
more grace and verve than any others 
in the world. 


"If American women wiggle I have 


not seen them do so. Of course possi- 
bly I do not observe women as closely 
as the Chicago person, but I have 
watched them enough to know that 
they are anything but slouchy. In 
fact, one of the truest criticisms of 
American women is that if anything 
they are too rushing in their move- 
ments. We don't have time to wiggle 
and slouch. 
WTe are in too great a 


hurry. Haven't you observed the haste 
with which American girls get about V" 


My Lord Tumour exhibited genuine 


amazement at the charges. 


"Only an American would dare make 


such an assertion," he said after read- 
ing Professor Laughliu's criticisms. 


''Bally poor judgment, I should say, 


and, bah Jove, I can't see how he can 
criticise so ripping a creature as the 
American girl. I am glad enough to 
observe that I've never observed a 
wiggle or a slouch in the movements 
of any American girl I've yet had the 
pleasure of either meeting or seeing. I 
fahncy you reporter persons will aid 
American femininity in properly mak- 
ing the professor come a cropper in his 
mental gymnastics." 


If Lord Tumour shed an illuminat- 


ing glow upon the rash remarks of 
Professor J. Lawrence Laughlin beau- 
tiful Louise Dresser, one of the stars 
in Lew Fields' "About Town," dis- 
plays him in the full glare of the lime- 
light of criticism. 


"Poor, fussy old man!" she said. "I 


am not so certain that he is old, but 
he is dreadfully finicky. Of that I'm 
certain. Why, he must wear green 
goggles and look cross eyed when he 
gazes at us. I know he gazes. That 
sort of man always does. 


"Who ever saw an American girl 


wiggle? And as for slouchiness, I don't 
believe the Chicago professor ever 
walked down Fifth avenue or Broad- 
way in his life, let alone State street in 
Chicago. Speaking for my own sex, I 
simply laugh at the very absurdity of 
Professor Laughlin's savage remarks. 
He has never seen a New York show 
girl; he has never seen a New York 
chorus girl; he surely has never seen 
a New York woman of fashion. Ameri- 
can girls don't have to wiggle to at- 
tract attention. They don't slouch, be- 
cause they desire to attract honrst ad- 
niiraUoii too much. They ;ue certainly 
tho very antithesis of being undigni- 
fied nnd ungraceful. 


"Watch foreign women coming from 


the steamers and compare them with 
the American girl, and I believe you 
will have the stronspst possible answer 
to the ungallant and extremely imper- 
tinent remarks of this professor in Chi- 
cago." 


Chuck Connors put the finishing 


touch to Professor Laughlin's state- 
ment. 


"Cinnamon buns! Notlin' to't. De 


profess' got de pip in de head. Don't 
git fly to' how dem Chikiggy loidies 
could be much on de wiggle anyhow 
wit' de size o' deir kickers. Wiggle? 
Xlx! Never got mr lights on one since 
I've been on de Bow'ry."

and the admiral began with the arrival 
of the American war vessels, when 
the governor objected to the firing of 
a salute in his honor on the ground 
that the citizens might mistake the 
firing for a new earthquake. He also 
declared there was no necessity for 
American aid — that his government 
was fully able to preserve order, tend 
the wounded and succor the homeless. 
Rear Admiral Davis, however, land=d 
parties of bluejackets, who patrolled 


ruins, attended many of the wounded, 
and won the highest praise from citi- 
zens and military officers fr.r excellent 
work. 


Final Interview. 


When Rear Admiral Davis called at 


headquarters house to bid farewell to 
Governor Swettenham he waited 15 
minutes. He then informed the gov- 
ernor's aid that he would wait no 
longer, and requested him to tell the 
governor that in consequence of his 
attitude in not desiring American aid 
he had 
countermanded 
President 


Roosevelt's order dispatching the sup- 
ply ship Celtic, laden with beef, for 
the 
relief 
of Kingston. Governor 


Swettpnham arriving at that moment, 
there was a brief private meeting, and 
the governor escorted Rear Admiral 
Davis to his carriage. 
Salutations 


were exchanged and the governor, re- 
plying to Rear Admiral Davis' regret 
that he was unable to do more for 
Kingston, said "All the more to your 
honor," aidding a deep bow, evidently 
in reply to Admiral Davis' reference 
to his departure, and meaning that he 
would do the same if in the admiral's 
place. 


The streets of the burned district 


still reek with the stench of decaying 
bodies. Many bodies were recovered 
through the aid of vultures, which 
perch in flocks on the ruins beneath 
Vhich their prey Is buried. As fast 
is they are uncovered the bodies are 
thrown on the funeral pyres and slow- 
ly consumed. The known dead are 
about 450, and it is believed there are 
at least 150 persons who have not 
been accounted for.

MAKES REPLY TO 


SECRETARY ROOT 


Revival of Hamilton's Centralizing 


Scheme Deprecated—Republicans 


Not Taking Up Gauntlet. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
21.—Senator 


Whyte of Maryland delivered the sec- 
ond in the series of speeches to be 
delivered by prominent Democrats in 
answer to Secretary Root's centraliza- 
tion address in New York. The inten- 
tion is to provoke the Republicans in- 
to defending Secretary Root and thus 
bring up a question that may be used 
as an issue in the next Presidential 
campaign. 
There has been no indi- 


cation by the Republicans that they 
will pny the least attention to the 
subject. 


This is the first speech delivered by 


Senator 
Whyte since his return to 


the Senate after an absence of twenty- 
five years. His voice was strong and 
his delivery as eloquent as during his 
former service. Mr. Whyte is now in 
his eighty-third yoar. The position he 
took was that the Government is 
a 


"confederated ronublic, established by 
the people of the States., and not, by 
the aggregated people of me United 
States.'' He deprecated the revival by 
a great, and honored lawyer, holding 
a high place in the Government,"' ot

Washington, Jan. 21.—As a result 


of several conferences of Republican 
senators held Sunday to consider the 
Blackburn 
amendment to the For- 


aker resolution relative to the Presi- 
dent's discharge of the negro troops, 
and in which 
President 
Roosevelt 


participated, a decision was reached 
to draft, a resolution along the lines 
of 
the original 
Ledge 
resolution, 


which will meet the approval of Sen- 
ator Blackburn. This resolution, will 
be introduced by a Republican and 
will be supported by both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic senators, who 
take the position that the "senate had 
no legal right to question the action 
of the President." 


Senator Foraker took no part in any 


of the conferences and declared that 
he would vote against the Blackburn 
amendment if the question is brought 
before the senate. 


The Ohio senator said tliat IIP really 


did not care whether the resolution 
was adopted or voted down. 


"All that I care for."' he said, "is 


an investigation of the whole affair 
in order that the real facts may be 
laid before the senate." 


Senators Lodge. Knox, Hansbrough, 


Crane and Aldrich are said to have 
taken part in the conference which re- 
sulted in the decision to substitute a 
compromise resolution for the Black- 
burn amendment. 
The President ex- 


pressed himself as being satisfied with 
the Blackburn amendment 
and de- 


clared that he was anxious that it be 
submitted to a vote in the senate.

neer, Edward McConaghy; the fire- 
man, Frederick Arthur, and an extra 
fireman named Clark, were instantly 
killed. No passengers were hurt. The 
flyer was the express from Atlantic 
City to Camden, and it had just passed 
Blue Anchor when the explosion came 
without warning. The cause will never 
be known, for the lifeless forms of 
engineer and firemen were found in 
the debris. Clark, it is said, was off 
duty, and was returning to his home 
in Camden.

18 YEARS OF AGE. 


Keepers of Such Places 
Notified to 


Keep Children Out of Them

Out of Them. \ 


The attention of all persons inter- 


ested is called to the following from 
the new Juvenile Court law: 


THE LAW. 


Section 1. 
... 
The words 


"delinquent child" shall include any 
child, seventeen years of age or un- 
der such 
age, who 


knowingly visits or enters a house of 
ill repute, or who knowingly patron- 
izes 
or visits 
any policy shop 
or 


place where any gambling device is. 
or shall be operated; o rwho patron- 
izes or visits any saloon or dram shop 
where intoxicating liquors are sold; 
or who patronizes or visits and public 
pool room or bucket shop 


THE PENALTY. 


Sec. 23. 
In all cases where any 


child shall be a delinquent, depend- 
ent, or a neglected child, as defined 
by Lhe statutes of this state, the par- 
ent or parents, or other person or 
persons, responsible for 
the aband- 


donment, or by an act causing, 
en- 


couraging or contributing 
to 
such 


delinquency, dependency or neglect, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; and 
upon trial and 
conviction thereof, 


shall be fined in a sum not to exceed 
? 1,000, or imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jail or workhouse, for a period of 
not to exceed one year or 
by both 


such fine and imprisonment. 


The above is only a small portion 


of Section 1, defining offenses which 
make a child under IS years of age a 
"delinquent child" within the mean- 
ing of the law. 


The special attention of all chil- 


dren under IS years of age, is called 
to the fact ihat the 
above 
named i 


places arc prohibited places and that 
the strictest penalty of the law will 
be visited upon any such child found 
visiting such places. 


The special attention of the keep- 


ers and proprietors 
of the above 


named prohibited places is also call- 
ed to the above law and its penalty. 
Every violation of this law that 
is' 


brought before this court will be rig-i! 
idly punished; and it will be to the 
interest of the proprietors of 
the 


above named places to keep children 
out of them.

Thousands Homeless. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 21.—With the 


Ohio river maintaining a steady rise 
of an inch an hour, Kentucky streams 
contributing their volumes from the 
mountain regions, a high wind blowing 
up stream all day, damaging shipping 
and preventing the rapid passing of 
the current, Louisville faces a flood 
situation which promises to equal, be- 
fore the crest is passed, the stage ot 
1S84, 
the greatest flood ever known to 


the city. Thousands of people are 
homeless and are housed* in school 
buildings, warehouses and other struc- 
tures. Factories in this city, Jeffer- 
sonville and New Albany are closed, 
throwing hundreds of people out of 
work: stocks of merchandise in the 
business houses along the river front 
are ruined, much lumber has been 
washed away and many small houses 
with their contents toppled over into 
the water. A conservative estimate" 
of the damage done, with the crest of 
the flood yet two days off, is a quarter 
of a million dollars.
